The Occalion, the Neceffity, the Weight 
and exceeding Moment of this Article, is ve- 
ry well known to thofe, who kndw what the 
firt Minutes of fuch an Affembly are Bar 
ploy’d in, and what the Confequence of 
a full Appearance at that time,-may beer 
ther on one fide or other. ; 
. {have always been an Enemy to Black 
Lifts, and Expofing the Names of -any 


Gentlemen, for what is done i the Houfes 
but as. for thofe who do nothing there, the 
Cafe differs , and I fhotld be “very Gilad 
to fee the Houle fo Refent the NegleA of 
their Defaulters, as to Print a Lifl of 
all thofe Names, who were not prefent; at 
the ‘firft Vote of this Seffion, without fuch 
Lawful Excafe, as the reft fhould ape 
ve. 

Such Members sould certainly be. if 
pleafed to be told, théy difappointed the 
People who Chofe them, and deétéived 
them in the niceft part of théir Expetta- 
tion’; an Early Attendance muft certain- 
ly be a Teftimony of a Zeal for the Pub- 
lick Good, and earneft Defire ta, and For- 
wardnefs, in the Service of their Coum 
try; than which nothing can recommend 
any- Gentlestan. more to the Votes of thofe 
that: Chofe him; or tell them, they have 
well beftow’d thei: Suffrages 5. it cannot 
but fhock and difcourage the Freeholders 
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think the Work they were Chofen for, 
worth their Attendance. 

Early Attendancealfo, has a seg ese 
Significant Circumftances attending it, ef- 
pecially at the beginning of a Seffion 5 fuch 
as may concern the Choice of a Speaker, 
the fettling Committees and the like; and 
it cannot but concern every Member, Zea- 
lous for the Publick Good, to be prefent at 
thefe early Tranfattions ; becaufe on them 
frequently, the Good or Ill Prooceedings 
of ee prea one Seffion, may very much 
depend. ‘ 

Tina in former times, the firft Effays of 
this Nature have been Call’d, srying the 
Strengrb of she Houfe, but as chele chings 
were, when different Parties made too 
great Struggles with one another in that 
Affembly; 1 would flatter my {clr with 
Hopes, we fhall have no Struggling here ; 
that there will bea general Contention tor 
the Publick Good, and that there be no 
Strife , but who fhall contribute moft to 
the Publick Peace ; and! prefume, I can- 
not be Cenfur'd for faying, there can be 
no way to make this true, like a general 
Early Appearance , of all the Members it 
pofhible, ac the very firft Moments of their 
Affembly. 

Such a Sight would damp the Hopes, 
and ftrike like a Clap of Thunder, al) the 
vaft Fabrick of Mifchief, builcup bythe E- 
nemies of our Peace; whofe Unfettled Foun- 
dation, ftlands upon the weak Hopes they 
have conceiv'd of Parlimentary Diforders; 
that Wickedly flatter themfelves, with Ex- 
peflations of Heats and Feuds among thefe 
who are now Aifembling, in order to pre- 
vent them every where clic. 

If thele Enemies of the Publick Tran- 
quillity, have form’d any hopes from the 
Profpeét of Diffentions and Divilions in 
the Houls, as perbsps their Folly may have 
blinded them enough to do fo; Nothing can 
ferve fo dire€tly, to blow up all their Pro- 
jets; nothing can fo readily Contound all 
their Hopes, and put them out of all poffi- 
ble rational Expedtation, as an Early nu- 
merous Appearance of the Membcrs, ready 
to place themfelves in the Breach ; Op-

To be Early at the Houfe, will not 
be an Extraerdinary Service to the Pu 
but really a Benefit to the Enemies lam — 
fpeaking to, in that they will the more — 
Early fee, the Impoffibility of bringing their — 
Defigas to pafs, and lo perhaps may have — 
the Prudence to give over their Attempts, 


who will never begin what they fure- 
{ce that they can never Finifh 3 may — 
defpair betimes, andceafe to puriue the — 
Shadow any longer; and not only by this 
become Wifer, but Prudently prevent that 
certain Ruine, which muit of Courfe be 
the Effect of all che Agempts, againft a 
Nation refolv’d to be at*Peace, in fpight- 
of the Contrivance of their Enemies: Thus 
by Early Duress » the Folly of rhe 
Detign, they willeffeétually Conceal them- 
felves fron the World, and be fecur’d 
from the Publick Refentment, 

Nor am | at all {peaking at Random in 
this Cafe; I think I have good Ground 
for my Opinion, and that I am far from 
being, miftaken, if I fay, this Nation has 
nothing to fear, for the Approaching Seffi- 
on; England can be in no Danger, of all 
the Plots and Contrivances to prompé 
Domeftick Diffentions, the Authors of 
which think they have laid the Scheme. of 
general Feud, they will moft certainly be 
all bauik’d and {dilappointed, if the Mem- 
bers do but come Eurly to the Houjes if 
the Vigilant Appearance of Englijfh Defen- 
ders ot Liberty, do but fhow rhemlelves 
there betimes, chat no Early Difcourage> 
ment be offer’d to the Nation, by the 
Abfence of thoie, on whom they depend to 
ftand by them, and to form that Peace, 
which the ether are afraid of.

__Utpon what Sandy Foundation thefe People 
build their hopes,and from whatWorld in the

If they have got a 
Mighty Equivalent to the Tack; It their 
Projected Bill tor the Prefervation of the 
Church is fo blended with their carrying 
ou the War, that no Body’s Byes can per-
